SUBWAY OR SURFACE? 

SMALL STATIONS OR BIG STATIONS? 
EVERYONE HAS AN OPINION ON LRT IN 
THE DOWNTOWN

Crowds of students boarding the LRT at 105th 
Street and 105th Avenue during the day, only 
to be surpassed by commuting residents push- 
ing their way home at night. On Oiler game 
nights the hockey crowd takes over, hooting 
and hollering down the street, though semi: 
heated sidewalk cafes and filling trains as they 
head home. 

That's one vision anyway. There are plenty 
of ‘ifs’ and ‘buts’ involved at the current stage 
of LRT development downtown, besides any 
questions about a downtown arena. At the mo- 
ment, the future site of the planned MacEwan 
Station at 105th Street is a gaping hole, sur- 
rounded by rubble and covered in a thick blan- 
ket of snow. 

Edmonton has embarked on an ambitious 
LRT expansion plan, including lines west to 
Lewis Estates, southeast to Mill Woods, and 
north to NAIT. It's a $3 billion-plus expan- 
sion, and downtown will be the centre of the 
system, with connections to all the lines made 
at Churchill Station 

The MacEwan station is further along than 
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most other planned downtown stations, and 
the city still has a long way to go and plenty of 
public consultation before the plans are a real- 
ity. 

At a council committee meeting last week, 
the downtown area was well represented with 
14 speakers making presentations. Many de- 
cried the lack of consultation, problems with 
the placement of stations, and fears about 
trains running though their neighbourhoods, 

The Downtown Community League has a 
different view. In an interview, lan O'Donnell, 
chair of the league development group, ex- 
pressed support for the proposed downtown 
plan. 

“It's a very challenging situation for transit 
because you are always going to displease or 
displace someone,” O'Donnell says 

“| do think it's a bold step for the city and 
they are trying to advocate (for) an urban core 
for people, not cars. It's tough.” 


Edmonton's new trains are low-floor surface 
light rail, which is closer to a streetcar than 
the current surface rail lines to Southgate and 
north to Clareview. The stops on the new LRT 
lines are also less grand. 





“It's almost like a glorified bus stop,” says 
Erum Afsar, general supervisor of facilities 
and capital planning. “What's nice about this is 
that it’s less infrastructure and the stops can be 
closer together.” 

The new style also means trains can stop on 
the street at busy corridors such as 10st Street 
and 102nd Avenue. The stops are more fre 
quent, meaning the LRT reaches more neigh- 
bourhoods, and offers Edmontonians a wider 
range of trip options. The plans are still devel 
oping, she says, but stops could be heated or 
sheltered from the wind 

Calgary also has surface LRT running though 
their downtown. There, 7th Avenue is closed 
completely to automobile traffic. Their stations 
are also on a smaller scale. 

That could be a concern, says Peter Wallis, 
president of the Van Horne Institute, a trans: 
portation think-tank affiliated with the Univer- 
sity of Calgary. Surface LRT has been a suc- 
cess in Cowtown, he says. As its ridership has 
grown, Calgary has found running an extra car 
on each train makes the system more efficient, 
but its stations are too small to accommodate 
this. “The lesson for Edmonton would be to 
look at the number of trains that you want, 
and build stations that will accommodate that 
length,” he says 


Many mature neighbourhoods have asked for 
a subway treatment rather than surface trains 
in their communities, including Glenora, Cen 
tral McDougall, Boyle Street, and Chinatown 

In Chinatown, the community is concerned 
about traffic impacts and safety for the over 
200 seniors living on 102nd Avenue. 

Henry Fung, of the Edmonton Chinatown 
Multicultural Centre, said it's an extremely 
busy area, with 650 cars going though on fes 
tival days. “Congestion and even accidents are 
expected,” he said 

Mary Fung spoke passionately on behalf of 
Chinese Elders Mansion saying that running 
the LRT down 102nd Avenue will restrict resi 
dents’ access to community and emergency ve- 
hicle access to the building. Surface LRT would 
effectively “turn their homes into a jail com 
plex,” she said at the committee hearing. 

“If it’s underground, maybe that would solve 
some of the problems,” she said. 

The debate over surface LRT verses an un- 
derground system isn’t unique to Edmonton. 
In Toronto, the newly elected Mayor Rob Ford 
has shuttlered plans for surface LRT expansion 
in favour of more subways. But O'Donnell de- 
fends the low-floor trains as much less intru 
sive than other styles of LRT.

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“Subways are inherently better in that they 
don't cause any congestion with their signalling 
on the surface,” he says, “but given the cost and 
the resources that we have or hope to have, it 
would be prohibitive to do much subway, and 
hope to achieve a city wide system anytime 
soon.” Pes ol 
Patrick Condon; a professor with the Univer- 
sity of British € ia who has 25 years of 
experience in urban design, says his research 
confirms that. Portland, Ore. recently complet- 
ed new surface lines at a cost of $10 million a 
kilometre. In Vancouver, the city is looking at 
building a subway, based on some of the same 
arguments for speed that are being put forward 
in Toronto. The cost in Vancouver will be about 
$40 million a kilometre. 

“It's extremely naive for Toronto to have made 
that shift,” he says. 

Condon advocates strongly for svurface LRT, 
but says cities can get carried away with buying 
properties and signaling, which makes the lines 
much more expensive than they need to be. 

“Sometimes the planning for light rail goes off 
the rails,” he says. “... buying rights of ways and 
putting crossing signals in. There are big fences 
around it and neighbourhoods don't want it any 
more. It becomes a complicated project.” 


HUB AND SPOKE 

Condon does have one specific problem with 
the current Edmonton plans, which are for a 
hub and spoke system that has all transfers oc- 
curring at Churchill Station. 

“IF your destination is not downtown, then it 
requires a long walk to a station and then maybe 
aconnecting bus. It's often quite a disincentive,” 
he says, 

O'Donnell argues that transit riders will walk 
to make their connections at other stations, 
rather than ride all the way downtown. For ex-

QUARTERS 

While the Downtown Community League 
reviewed the plans for the core, and is involved 
in the public consultations, not everyone feels 
they've been properly consulted. Both the 
Boyle Street Community League and the Chi- 
nese community felt they were only being in- 
formed after the fact 

Candas Dorsey, vice president of the Boyle 
Street Community League, told the committee 
that her organization only found out about the 
proposed Quarters Station on 102nd Avenue, 
west of 96th Street, a couple weeks ago. 

“The real lack of public consultation puts us 
in the position of discussing engineering de- 
tails here,” she said at the council committee 
meeting. “We don't have time to discuss cut- 
and-cover, or other options here.” (“Cut-and- 
cover” refers to the construction of shallow 
tunnels for transit lines. A trench is dug and 
then covered over.) 

Dorsey asked for more consultation, and that 
planners keep an open mind about the down- 
town, and not make assumptions based on 
plans for other areas of the city, 

Consultations on the LRT running down- 
town will continue in the New Year. 

The Chinese community has many concerns 
about the train running down 102nd Avenue, 
including access to the area during festivals, as 
well as for seniors living in the area. . 

Wing Choy, of the Edmonton Chinese Gar- 
den Society, worries about the Chinese garden 
at Louise McKinney Park, and the effect of vi- 
brations from the LRT on park infrastructure. 
“Please demonstrate some cultural aware- 
ness,” he said, “and consult the Chinese com- 
munity.” 
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The train will leave a new LRT station on the 
surface at Churchill Square, going down 102nd 
Avenue. The plans include the closure of 99th 
Street between 102nd Avenue and 102A Av- 
enue 

Advocating for what she calls a “human scale 
downtown environment,” Anna Vesala of the 
Bicycle Commuters Society wants the bike 
lanes to run continuously though downtown, 
instead of the choppy paths currently pro- 
posed. She also called on council to close 102A 
Avenue to all cars. 


MACEWAN 

The new LRT line to NAIT will come up to 
the surface at 105th Street and 105th Avenue, 
for the MacEwan Station. It will serve the col- 
lege, the north end of downtown as well as the 
proposed new arena site. 

Other Canadian cities have tied public tran- 
sit directly to their arenas In Toronto, the Air 
Canada Centre has a subway station within the 
building. In Calgary, there's a covered walkway 
to the Saddledome. 

The Katz Group has heard suggestions that 
the LRT station be built inside the proposed 
arena, but understands it likely won't be pos- 


sible, says spokesperson Steve Hogel. 
“That sounds really appealing to us as well, 
but there are still a number of “he 


says. “First and foremost, we are on different 
timelines, The LRT line out to NAIT is already 
approved, and we don't have approval for our ~ 
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Project yet.” 
Overall, he says the proposed and existing 
LRT stations will serve the area well. With a 


possibility of 10 stations downtown within 
walking distance of the proposed arena, crowds 
leaving the area will disperse easily, he says 

Grant MacEwan University expressed sup- 
port for this station at the public hearing. Dr 
Paul Byrne, president and CEO, said the insti- 
tutions students are heavy users of the U-Pass, 
and the institution's long term plans for expan- 
sion at the downtown site are well served by a 
station so close. 


CAMPUS 

The Downtown Community League does 
have some concerns about the placement of the 
Campus Station at 108th Street and diagonally 
from 104th Avenue to 103rd Avenue. It would 
prefer a station flush with 104th Avenue. 

The proposed station location will require the 
city to buy land, which displaces people. The 
league is also concerned that the area around 
the station will prove difficult to development 
because of the oddly shaped parcels of land left 
over. It's a sensitive area because of the resi- 
dential block nearby, lan O'Donnell says. 

€rum Asfar, general supervisor of facilities 
could become a site for a transit-oriented devel- 
opment, with a tower directly over the station. 
“It will just take a lot of creativity to develop 
‘something on that site,” she says.

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OILSANDS GETS SOMETHING RIGHT 





Itmust be the impending season of 
goodwill, but this week we here at the SEE 
editorial board can only find good news to 
bloviate upon. 

First, a few words of praise for the 
oilsands industry. Yes, you read that right — 
words of praise. 

On Monday, the seven giants of the 
oilsands industry — Canadian National 
Resources, Imperial Oil, Shell Canada, 
Suncor Energy, Syncrude, Teck Resources 
and Total E&P — announced an agreement 
to share their research into tailings, certainly 
the single greatest environmental threat 
associated with the industry. Also on board 
with the tag-team effort —and lending 
(ta greater degree of credibility —is the 
University of Alberta. Dr. David Lynch, dean 
of the U of A's engineering faculty, called 
itan “unprecedented collaboration” and a 
“tremendously positive step for research into 
improved technology for managing tailings”. 

Tallings are the toxic soup of leftovers that 
is generated from the oilsands extraction 
process. The stuff is deadly, and is stored in 
giant tailings ponds. The Syncrude tailing 
pond was where the industry's worst black 
eye occurred, when 1,600 ducks died after 
landing on the pond In April, 2008. 

Up until now, the oilsands giants have 
been working independently into tailings 
research. Now, thanks to the agreement, 
the seven companies will collaborate on. 
research, and share the results (and presum- 
ably any profits that might accrue). It ap- 
pears the collaboration is a bit of a shotgun 
mariage. Something called Directive 74 
from the Energy Resources Conservation 
Board has mandated a 20 per cent reduc- 
tion in liquid tailings in 201), 30 per cent in 
2012, and 50 per cent by 2013. With their 





backs to the walll, the companies have 
decided that-they are more likely to reach 
those goals working collaboratively rather 
than independently, 

The point can be made that the oil giants 
were forced into this mariage by Directive 
74, although they won't come right out and 
admit it. And it is most certainly true that 
the worldwide pressure on the oilsands 
giants to clean up their act pushed them 
in the right direction. But whatever the 
reasons, the much maligned industry has, 
for once, done the right thing, both from 
the environmental and public perceptions 
Points of view. So a little praise — however 
grudging — is due. 

Our praise for Sandy and Cecile Mactag- 
gart, however, is unreserved 

The Mactaggarts, leading lights of 
Edmonton's quiet money community for 50 
years, are moving to the Bahamas for health 
reasons, Instead of selling their palatial 
five-hectare, $23 million estate in Ramsay 
Heights (it's swanky enough that both the 
Queen Mother and Prince Andrew have 


stayed there), the philanthropic couple have | 


decided to give the house and the land to 
the University of Alberta. Their generosity 
‘to Edmonton is legendary. The Mactaggarts 
have helped establish the Edmonton Art 
Gallery and the Citadel! Theatre, and their 
donations to the U of A are valued at more 
than $100 milion. 

The super wealthy are often painted as 
greedy, rapacious monsters — and frequent- 
ly with good cause. The city of Edmonton 
can be thankful the Mactagearts are from. 
the old school that believes in giving back. 
We can only hope that Edmonton's present 
generation of wealthy — and those to come 
—will learn from their sterling example.

Edmonton city council could use a 
little of that old wisdom of Solomon 
right about now as it tries to find 
common ground between Daryl Katz 
and Edmonton Northlands. 

The wisdom of whom, I hear you 
say? A brief explanation follows. 

Solomon — Sol to his friends — was 
the famous wise guy of the Bible, or 
so Wikipedia tells me. (Wikipedia, 
however, did not use the term ‘wise 
guy'.) He was known far and wide 
for his smarts, becoming most fa 
mous when he refereed a spat be- 
tween two harlots (that’s Bible talk 
for prostitute). The harlots both 
claimed that a baby was theirs (it's 
a long story), so Solomon suggested 
that they just split the baby in half, 
with each woman getting her share.

Take the Katz Group. They've 
made a convincing argument that 
a new arena is needed, and that it

widely accepted. Score one (or two) 
for persistence. Katz has promised 
to put $100 million into the build 
ing, and another $100 million into 
something undetermined nearby 
(a hotel? shopping complex? dol. 
lar store?) that will reinvigorate the 
area. So far, so good, But the remain 
ing $300 million or so for the build- 
ing will have to come from other, 
as yet undetermined, sources, like 
a local improvement tax, or a ticket 
surcharge, or something along those 
fines. OK, I'm with them so far. But 
while Katz says the city will own the 
building, Katz will get all of the op 
erating revenue from non-hockey 
events. So the city pays for most of 
it, owns it, but doesn't profit from it? 
This, { don’t get 
Then there's Northlands. The 
100-plus-year-old, non-profit (which 
is not to say it’s not profitable) agri- 
cultural society has been operating 
Edmonton's arenas since 1912, more 
or less by default. Northlands built 
the current arena, with more than 
a little help from various levels of 
government, back in the day when 
government's routinely financed 
sports facilities. Northlands acts as 
the landlord for the Oilers, and al- 
though they only get $1 a year in rent, 
they have profited mightily from 
TOUGAS cont'd on pg.9

DOWNTOWN STRIP CLUB CHEZ 
PIERRE CONTINUES UNDER

It's 9 p.m. and the Chez Pierre night 
club is just opening for the night 
The lights are dim and five nearly 


naked women crowd around a single 


stripping pole. Music belts out from 
a jukebox and customers slowly file 
in. Before long the girls’ garments 
will be strewn about on the floor. 
This is 21-year-old Jesse Cochard’s 
life by night. By day he is a manage 
ment studies student at Grant Mac 


Ewan’s South Campus. 
Cochard has taken over the man 


agement position of Chez Pierre 
from his 85-year-old grandfather, 
Pierre, who has owned the joint since 
its opening in 1970. 

As manager, there are a few things 
he would like to change about the ag. 
ing business, but for the most part he 
sees the success of the strip club as a 


working business model already. 
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“There's been a formula that's been 
built up here over 40 years, and it's 
hard to nail down what that formula 
is, but it just works — the environ 
ment, the atmosphere, the girls — 
and | don't want to change any of 
that,” Cochard says. 

And those 40 years in business 
leave Chez Pierre rife with history 
A framed photo of Pierre with Mu 
hammad Ali hangs behind the bar 
— a testament to Pierre's days as a 
boxer. 

There was also a time when male 
dancers and women's mud wrestling 
was held on the stage. But a lot has 
changed, and now Pierre is letting 
the next generation take over. 

“I feel good about it,” Pierre says 
of his grandson taking over. “I'm 85 
years old, I want to get out 

The strip joint is a small, comfort 
able building housing around eight 
strippers per night. It has a certain 
seediness to it that seems to add 
character, giving the main club a sort 
of nostalgic feel 

The girls come off the stage fre 
quently to mingle with the club’s pa- 
trons, and it is much more personal 
than most other nightclubs in the 
city. 

Cochard says it’s this kind of com 
fortable and safe environment that 
has continued to lure in customers 
and keep them satisfied, 

“(Customers) want to have a little 
bit of fun, they don’t want to get too 
crazy, they're not into drugs, they 
don’t want to hire an escort ..." says 
Cochard. “It’s all legal fun, We're able 
to do this for a reason. It's a pretty 
clean, safe vice when it comes to Ed- 
monton.” 

But managing around 15 employ- 
ees five days a week as well as at- 
tending part-time university classes

He 
says things like hiring and firing em 
ployees has become less of a hassle 
for him 

Still, Cochard contends that the 
best perk for him is having the luxury 
of putting himself through school 

“I've been able to afford school 
completely — no student loans, nc 
begging for money,” he says. 

Most of Cochard’s friends and 
classmates are open to his ownership 
of a strip club, but some teachers are 
not so receptive. 

Conchard recalls during one of his 
first classes at MacEwan introduc 
ing himself as the soon-to-be owner 
of Chez Pierre nightclub, purposely 
leaving out the small detail about the 
strippers. 

His teacher stared down at him 
thumbs in his belt loops; “that’s the 
old strip club downtown isn't it?” 

The room fell silent 

A girl from the back of the room 
then broke the silence and ques 
tioned Cochard: “..You own a strip 
club?” 

This was how many people took 
the news at first, Cochard says. 

Currently, however, it has become 
a punch line between himself and his 
classmates, and for the most part 
people just see it as a business. 

So for the time being, Cochard fig 
ures he's got a pretty good gig, and he 
hopes to stay at Chez Pierre as long 
as he can 

Still, he doesn't see himself staying 
for 40 years.

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Reclaimed Steel From Warships Not A Steal

GERMAN WARSHIPS WAS 
VALUABLE BECAUSE IT ISN'T

ACTIVITY, BUT TECHNOLOGY

I recently saw a TV special with a 
segment about the German fleet that 
scuttled itself at Scapa Flow after 
World War I. They mentioned that 
metal salvaged from those ships was 
valuable to instrument makers be- 
cause it hadn't been exposed to ra 
diation from the atomic blasts at the 
end of World War II and later. Why 
is this metal different from metal re 
cently mined and forged? It doesn't 
make sense that underwater steel 
would be more protected from radia 
tion than ore still in the ground. If it 
isn't the ore but rather the smelting 
process that contaminates the fin 
ished steel, don't they encounter the 
same problem when reshaping the 
metal for use in the instruments? 
Also, does radiation released in the 
last 65 years from atomic explosions 
really have that great an impact?

In fairness, few today realize how 
many explosions there were. Prior to 
the 1963 atmospheric test ban treaty, 
the atomic powers (the U.S. and the 
former Soviet Union mostly, but also 


the UK, China, and France) 


among 








them detonated 502 nuclear devices 
with a total yield equivalent to 440 
million tons of TNT at aboveground 
sites around the world 

These tests (plus, of course, the two 
bombs dropped on Japan) threw vast 
amounts of radioactive crud into the 
air. The impact on instrument mak- 
ing was the least of the consequenc 
es: Global ‘radiation exposure per 
person peaked in 1963. Scientists at 
the time estimated that radiation-in. 
duced genetic, bone, and bone mar 
row disease in children born during 
maximum fallout would be on the 
order of 5 percent above normal 

To gauge how bad things were, re 
searchers built “iron rooms,” shield: 
ed chambers in which people could 
ested to see how much radioac 
ivity they'd absorbed. These rooms 






had thick steel walls to prevent out: 





side radiation from skewing the re 
sults. One iron room, at Argonne 
National Laboratory, was used to test 
Marshall Islanders who'd been ac- 
cidentally exposed to fallout follow: 
ing an A-bomb blast at Bikini Atoll 
in 1954 

The challenge in constructing iron 
rooms was that in those days new 
steel itself was contaminated, not 
because of problems with the ore, 
but because radioactive dust, main 
ly cobalt-60, got mixed in with the 
metal when huge quantities of air 
were blasted into the furnace during 
smelting. Small batches of uncon. 
taminated steel could be made using 
special processes involving minimal 
air exposure, but that was pricey. 
Steel salvaged from pre-1945 war 
ships was cheap. 


Generally speaking, no reshap

ing of the metal was necessary. You 
just cut up the old armor plate into 
room-sized chunks. For best results 
you wanted battleship armor, which 
might be a foot or more thick 

That brings us to the German High 
Seas Fleet, interned with German 
skeleton crews aboard at the Brit 
ish naval base at Scapa Flow, off 
the Scottish coast, following the ar 
mistice of November 1918. Unsure 
whether hostilities would resume 
and determined that the fleet not be 
seized by the Allies, admiral Ludwig 
yon Reuter ordered his men to scut 
tle their ships on June 21, 1919. Some 
50-odd vessels were sunk 

The shallow waters of Scapa Flow 
allowed relatively easy access to the 
wrecks, and many were soon sal- 
vaged. A legend has grown up that 
much of the “low-background steel” 


from these ships was used in iron 
room-type applications, 
and in particular that NASA used 
some in the Voyager spacecraft 
However, that's probably exaggerated 
— most of the ships were salvaged in 
the 1920s and 1930s. I did find a 1973 
news account saying steel from the 
battleship Kronprinz Wilhelm was 
going to be used to shield a medi 


shielding 


cal diagnostic system at a Scottish 
hospital, and that other pieces of the 
ship had been sent to Cape Town and 
Koblenz. However, NASA has said it 
can't confirm steel from the German 
fleet was launched into space 

Fact is, plenty of old steel was avail. 

able fromm decommissioned Ameri. 

can warships. For example, 65 tons 
of armor plate from the battleship 
Indiana, scrapped in 1962, was used 
for shielding at an Illinois VA hospi 

tal, and another 210 tons went into 
building a shielded room at a Utah 
medical center. 

Maybe you're thinking: at last, a use 
for that pocket battleship I inherited 
from Mom. Sorry, the market for old 
steel is now pretty much sunk. Re 

duced radioactive dust plus sophisti 

cated instrumentation that corrects 
for background radiation means new 
steel can now be used in most cases 
There's some lingering demand for 
really old maritime metal, though 
When researchers at one national 
lab wanted shielding that emitted no 
radiation whatsoever, they used lead 
ballast retrieved from the Spanish 
galleon San Ignacio, which had been 
lying on the bottom of the Caribbean 
for 450 years.

Ambiance has long been a hit-and 
miss affair among the dozens of 
otherwise entirely respectable Viet- 
namese noodle houses around town. 
I personally am not at all troubled 
by tacky and/or mildly suspect eat 
ing environs vis-a-vis pho, subs and 
those ubiquitous vermicelli bowls 
with grilled meats, spring rolls, salad 
and fish sauce. Sometimes a com 
plete inattention to esthetic detail 
bodes a rigorous focus on making 
good food. You should have seen 


some of the places | ate (well!) in old 
Hanoi, Vietnam's exhaust-choked al- 
leys — dear Lord, just the bathrooms 
in those places would make a goat 
puke, 

Anyhow, I could name you off the 
top of my head 10 great Vietnamese 
places around town that are work- 
ing around legacy carpet and wood 
panelling, stained drop ceilings, re 
maindered office furniture and ran- 
dom art, sometimes left over from 
the previous regime, whether the 
ethnicity matches or not — the late 
Bach Dang in Old Strathcona bore 
the scars of previous Indian and Mo- 
roccan restaurants, and Calgary Trail 
Noodle House might even still have a 
Mediterranean terra cotta roof loom. 
ing over the southern tables and arty 
posters proclaiming “Pane e vino!” 

Basil Leaf (or is it the Basil Leaf?) 
has no such problem. A relative new- 
comer to the scene, it has a way fan- 
cier sign than just about any other 
Vietnamese place in town (Pagolac’s 
iconic laughing cow notwithstand 
ing), and it's visible from a long 
ways away as you weave through 
the darkened maze of half-blocks on 
the northwest edge of Chinatown (if 


that's actually where the edge is) 

Inside, Basil Leaf gets by on a 
spare but not untasteful use of their 
big open space, lining the rooms with 
deep booths made of tall dividers and 
filling in with tables right up to the 
big front windows. Light fixtures 
like exploding golf balls hang over 
the booths and discreet coat hooks 
made of folksy lovebird silhouettes

are pretty much the height of orna 
mentation (though they do have a 
Christmas tree up) 

The tabletops and dark hardwood 
floors show signs of use, but in a 
good way, and Basil Leaf is a leading 
contender for nicest bathrooms of 
any local Vietnamese restaurant in 
its price range 

They also boasted brand new, at 
tractively geometric flatware, a nice 


change from the cheap-but-inde 
structible melamine noodle bowls 
that are the industry standard. 

The food was pretty much what 
you'd expect selection-wise, which is 
perhaps what you count on when you 
go to a noodle house — appetizers, 
soup, noodles, stir fries with many 
meat and vegetable variations, some 
sizzling rice dishes and you're done 
The food is also pretty much what 
you'd expect, if you generally expect 
Vietnamese food to be really tasty. 
The salad rolls were pretty typical of 
their genre, which isn't to take any 
thing away from them — just-soft 
ened rice wrappers around noodles, 
sliced pork, shrimp, sprouts, basil 
and lettuce served with peanut-y hoi- 
sin sauce with a dash of chili paste 
Who wouldn't want that? 

Always attracted by anything 
called “house special,” the co-diner 
and | also tried the house special 
shrimp drumsticks — come to think 
of it, it might have been the weird 
name. Sweet, succulent ground 
shrimp meat is wrapped in wonton 
wrappers (with a tail sticking out one 
corner) and deep-fried, then served 
with a sweet fish sauce and chili dip 


Turns out, that’s actually a pretty 
good idea 

The main course showed us to 
be of like minds. Co-diner had the 
house special (see?) combination 
($10.95) and I had the cryptic three 
flavours combination ($9.50), slight 
variations on the vermicelli theme 
— while mine came equipped with 
grilled chicken and pork as well as 
the requisite spring rolls, co-diner 
would enjoy pan-fried pork, beef, 
beef balls, shrimp and spring rolls 
atop her heap of noodles and salad. 

We were both delighted with how 
expertly the meats had been sea- 
soned with lemongrass, garlic and 
other aromatic flavours, but we 
agreed the grilled meats added a sa- 
vouriness that suffused the whole 
dish.And what a dish it was — I'm 
not sure I've ever been served such a 
generous portion of vermicelli, about 
half of which came home to be the 
next day's delicious leftovers, 

The food alone would be enough 
to recommend Basil Leaf, but if you 
have compunctions about the esthet 
ics of run-of-the-mill noodle joints, 
this might be the place you've been

The similarities between director Darren Aronofsky's mov 
ies, The Wrestler and Black Swan. go far beyond film hype and 
Oscar buzz. His gritty 2008 saga was about the death of an 
aging and battered professional wrestler, the new movie about 
the dark side of the seemingly beautiful world of ballet. Both 
feature stellar acting and stories of people who push their bodies 
in extreme ways for the entertainment of others. 

Black Swan, which opens in Edmonton this week, has al 
ready opened to a strong box office in the United States, and has 
critics around the world already near-assuming Natalie Portman 
will win the Best Actress Oscar for her portrayal of the lead 

But it wasn't always so successful for Aronofsky. Pi, his 
first feature, was a black-and-white jitter of pre-millennial ten- 
sion financed with $100 donations from friends and family. Ad- 
vertised with a street art campaign, the film earned Aronofsky 
a directing nod at Sundance, and generated enough buzz for 
Aronofsky to tackle his next project 

Relentlessly bleak like the Hugh Selby Jr. novel from which 
it was adapted by Aronofsky and Selby himself, Requiem for 
a Dream brought an Oscar nomination for Ellen Burstyn as a 
prescription-addicted Brighton Beach senior Warner Bros. also 
came knocking, begging Aronofsky to save Batman from Joel 
Schumacher's schlock tactics. Instead, Aronofsky threw him- 
self into The Fountain, 

Years earlier when Aronofsky was a student at Harvard, his 
girlfriend dumped him on his birthday. Aronofsky responded by 
getting into a beat-up car with a couple of buddies and driving 
all the way from Boston to Belize. The trip planted the seeds 
of his fascination with the Mayan culture, which came to full 
flower in The Fountain. 

Finally released in 2006 after having been abandoned by its 
planned star (Brad Pitt) and then by its initial team of backers, 
The Fountain flopped. Critics lambasted the project's hubristic 
impenetrability, and audiences just plain didn’t get it. Everyone

stayed away in droves: the film, initially slated to. cost $70. mil. 
lion when Pitt was staring, was eventually filmed wholly on a 
soundstage in Montreal with a budget nearer to half that, and 
ultimately took in a measly $15 million worldwide 

Following this major failure, Aronofsky had to prove him 
self all over again. 

His follow up film, The Wrestler (2008), fortunately did 
this and much more, With a script by Robert D. Siegel and tour 
de force performances by Mickey Rourke and Marissa Tomei 
for which they both received Oscar nominations, the film was 
almost universally praised: it achieved an almost unheard-of 
98-per-cent fresh rating on the taste making movie reviews ag 
gregator website Rotten Tomatoes 

Which brings us to Aronofsky’s latest opus, Black Swan 
The director recently said in a New York Times article that he 
sees his two most recent films almost as companion pices. 
“The more | looked into the world of ballet, the more | started 
seeing similarities with wrestling,” Aronofksy said. “They both 
have these performers who use their bodies in extremely in 
tense physical ways; the entire performance is based on their 
physic 

Both are about “people who use their bodies in extreme 
ways to entertain” and Black Swan, which he had been planning 
for years, was a sure seller. 

Of The Wrestler, University of Alberta film studies profes- 
sor William Beard comments, “Being beat up physically is an 
equivalent of being beat up emotionally. People’s bodies and 
their life environments are beaten up in a way that is literally 
true of people who occupy that world, but it's also metaphori- 
cally true for a lot of people.”

This comment holds equally true for Black Swan. Natalie 
Portman stars as a ballerina who sacrifices more than her feet 
to get the leading role in Swan Lake. Instead of the grubby un- 
derworld that defined The Wrestler, in Black Swan we get the 
portrait of the more rarefied ballet world, which may look more 
dignified but actually is just as ruthless and brutal as the world 
of wrestling. 

And if The Wrestler was a male-driven saga, then Black 
Swan is decidedly (and refreshingly!) female-oriented: it of- 
fers no fewer than four or five major roles for women, all sub: 
stantial. This is frankly such a rare sighting in major motion 
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pictures anywhere that Aronojsky and his scriptwriters, Mark 
Heyman, Andrew Heinz, and John McLaughlin, really should 
be commended for this 

The film has already generated quite a sensation over the 
lesbian sex scene with Portman and Kunis. According to Port 
man (again from the NYT), she first talked about the film with 
Aronofsky in 2002. “ 





"He described it as ‘you're going to have a 
sex scene with yourself’ and | thought that was really interest 
ing because this movie is in so many ways an exploration of ego 
and that narcissistic attraction to yourself. 

“1 found the psychological impact of that scene to be really 
challenging and interesting,” Portman said. 

Just as The Wrestler conflates the comeback of Micke 
Rourke the down-and-out actor Aronofsky rescued from obliv- 
ion with the comeback of the movie's title character, so too is 
Black Swan crammed with twins — lookalikes, mirrored images, 
doppelgiingers. The story follows that of the Swan Lake ballet 
in broad, gradually warped strokes, and Tchaikovsky's score is 
incorporated by regular Aronofsky collaborator, Clint Mansell 
in a typically beautiful and unsettling musical soundtrack. The 
sound design (always a strong elernent in Aronofsky’s work) is 
quite intricate, reminiscent of a horror picture which to some 
extent Black Swan is. 

Working with his usual cinematographer Matthew Liba- 
tuque, Aronofsky mostly shot Black Swan hand-held on both 
super-16-mm film and digital; this is not the first time this direc- 
tor has opted for grit over gloss, and here it's an ideal strategy 
for a story with many nasty turns. 

Despite its echoes of past cinematic commentaries on the 
interplay of art, ambition, and personality, Black Swan wholly 
modernizes the ballet sub-genre Aronofsky’s latest may loosely 
fit in canon next to the 1948 classic The Red Shoes, as well as 
more superficially to The Turning Point, about the friendship of 
two aging ballerinas, but these are in many ways meaner times, 
and anyway, new times always demand new vocabulary, 

Which is why, no matter how Black Swan ultimately fares 
at the Oscars or in its worldwide box office take, Aronofsky re- 
ally matters. He is one of a select group of directors with even 
the loosest of ties to the mainstream Hollywood system who

inhabitants to make them seem

filmmaker herself talking about the 
footage, survivors commenting on 
it as they watch it years later, diary 
entries kept "by thé head of ghetto’s 
Jewish council, Adam Czerniakow, 
excerpts of the weekly reports by the 


ghetto’s SS commander, Heinz Auer- 
swald, secret diaries kept at great risk 
by the ghetto's inhabitants, encour: 
aged by historian, Emanuel Ringel 
bium, and the words of the only 
cameraman ever identified (years 
later from an entry permit), Willie 
Wist, whose testimony was used in 
the 1960s at the war crimes trial of 
Auerswald. Wist is less than candid, 
elaiming he doesn't recall the name 
or rank of anyone who instructed 
them what to film, identifying the 


man only by the nickname, “Gold- 
pheasant.” 
The Nazis were obsessed with 


documentation. They thought it 
was modern and scientific and they 
were also obsessed with propaganda 
so they filmed a lot. You need only 
look at other films that were made 
with the footage they shot, either 
by them, like Triumph Of The Will 
(1935) or later by others, like Swas 
tika: (1973) 

The film calls into question the 
whole idea of documentary. What is 
the responsibility of someone who 
shoots footage of historical horrors 
then goes home and doesn't think 
about it any more? Is it any better to 
document history without stepping 
in to prevent it from taking place or 
to refuse to participate in any way? 
It also explores ideasthat, despite be 
ing manipulated, images can be read 
many different ways. 

Oddly, the film called to mind a 
speech made under quite different 
circurnstances by actor Christopher 
Lee in the “Ghosts” segment of 
the documentary 100 Years Of Hor- 
ror (2006).

horror movie sense like Lee meant, 
but in the sense that the people we 
see were real live human beings 
about to be swept off the face of 
the earth by the thousands and mil.

or “war,” but by the philosophy and 
concentrated action of fellow human 
beings, some of whom were shoot 
ing, editing and producing these 
films. Despite the fact that the very 
purpose of the film is to prevent

you from sympathizing with them. 
the reality that we see their faces, 
obviously starved, and variously 
baffled, frightened, resentful, angry, 
embarrassed, surprised, but perhaps 
mostly disappointed, or disillusioned 
that supposedly civilized people 
could treat them in such a fashion, 
counts for more than the purpose for 
which the film was designed.

Vision (2009), a film by Margarethe 
von Trotta is the kind of biographi- 
cal film about the 12th century nun 
Hildegard von Bingen. Hildegard has 
become a favourite among feminist 
scholars today. One can see why. 
I'd certainly heard of her previously 
but there was no entry for her in my 
copy of The Biographical Diction 
ary, which was published in 1990. 
When you look on Wikipedia you see 
quickly she was a writer, composer, 
philosopher, Christian mystic, Ger- 
man Benedictine Abbess, visionary 
and polymath. Elected a magistra by 
her fellow nuns in 1136, she founded 
the monasteries of Rupertsberg in 
1150 and Eibingen in 1165. One of her 
works as a composer, the Ordo Vir- 
tutum, is an early example of litur- 
gical drama. She wrote theological, 
botanical and medicinal texts, as well 
as letters, liturgical songs, poems, 
and the first surviving morality play,

STEAMBIRDS (cont'd from p. 15) 
bers and abilities are generated based 
on which unlockable bird you choose 
from your hangar — does everything 
in its considerable power to take you 
down. 

The end result is a near-perfect 
peril-and-payoff loop, the same 
feeling of kicking ass while balanc- 
ing on a knife-edge of having my ass 
kicked I got from Star Warriors back 
in the tabletop days. Actually, it goes 
back even further than that, to the 
arcade style of play — Asteroids, Ro- 
botron — that is the foundation stone 
of video games. The extrinsic fram- 
ing narrative of airborne Teutonic 
hordes and imperiled London is gone 
(or at least totally backgrounded), 
but there remains an intrinsic nar- 
rative: the narrative of mastery. The 
“story” of Steambirds; Survival is the 
story of the player getting better at 
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playing Steambirds: Survival, and 
it's written on the pages of the high 
score table. 

Now, there's nothing new about 
kicking out a game in 
coin-op style. What's interesting here 
is how the developers of Steambirds 
took their successful game ~ actually 
a pretty big hit by indie standards 
— and, rather than build an “all this 
plus more" sequel, cooked it down 
into a refined expression of itself 
Co-designer Dan Cook has posted 
an excellent essay detailing this pro- 
cess (http://bit.ly/flzEVK), and | 
recommend giving it a read even 
before playing. Whether or not you 
completely agree with his conclu 
sions regarding “static” levels and 
their supposed anti-fun properties, 
the piece is a compelling design 
story that enhances the Steambirds: 
Survival experience by placing it in 


classic 


a theoretical context: game as argu- 
ment. 

Really, this is what the Steambirds 
project is all about, If you follow its 
development — both Cook and fellow 
designer Andy Moore blog gener 
ously — you'll find that what's going 
on isn't the creation of a game and its 
sequels, but of a series of fully play- 
able sketches for various aspects of a 
larger work-in-progress that may or 
may not be the “real” Steambirds. A 
deliberate scientific process, funded 
by its own experiments, the end goal 
of which is the discovery and imple. 
mentation of as much fun as pos- 
sible

A Calculated Savagery, the latest EP by local recording artists Fear of Crime offers a tantalizing view of

of view being expressed here. At first glance their sound may come across as derivative synth-pop in the | 
vein of bands such as Cut Copy or Phoenix.
